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THE WAR AND THE STUDENTS. 
————__~———— 


The presnnt discussion in Parliament in connection with the 
Indian Civil Service, and the statement not long since that the army 
entrance examiuation waa to be temporari! abolished, show that 
the Home Government ia not altogether losiug sight of what the man 
in the atrest ia apt to forget; to wit: the extent to which the war is 
likely to handicap young mon whose fatare may depend on the 
passing of examinations. Are the concessions which the Imperial 
Government intimates ita willingness to make going to be copied 
by other bodies in power—let us eay the university senates, the 
Law Scoiety, the Medical Council, etc? These mast necessarily 
find themoelves in the awkward po*ition of having tochoose between 
an oot of unfairness to tho individual and a aimilsr injostice towarda 
society. At the Front orin training are several thousands of lads 
between the ages of sighteon and one or two and twenty, whore 
parents have chosen for them some calling the entry to which ia by 
examination. Undergraduates by the hundred have left their books 
to join the army, and with them other handrada of hospital engineer- 
ing and law atudents, etc, These lada are having the most 
important year or two of their lives cut into, through xo fault of 
their own. Assuming, for the sake of argument, that the war should 
lsat till next August, not only will they have lost two years of work 
bat they will have become too unsettled, at any rate for some months 
to come, to be able to retarn to their atudiea. _ 


It ia compsratively easy for the army suthorities to get out of 
their difficalty in this respect, for few people will be aggrieved or 
injared by the suspension or alteration of the 
Woolwich and Sandhurst exeminations. But what are the 
other examining bodies to do? Why should s promising 
Jad who hes thrown up his csreer for tha time and hea risked 
his life for the Empire, be forosd, #0 to speak, to loae two yaara’ 
seniority? Equally, dare any examining body, in the public 
interest, lower ite standard to meat the handicap under which these 
lads are placed ? Can'e.g. London University allow them to “ skip” 
the intermedista examination—or to regard the intermediate aa 
though it were the fiosl? Or dare the General Medical Qouncil 
pass 6 man who ig two years “short”? Andeoon, Who is going 
to atrange all these mattere ? 


__. Wehave no doubt that everything that can ba done from s fioan- 

\ cial point of viow will be done, I¢ will boeasy, for instance, to remit 
H examination fees where such lade are concerned; and as easy, in the 
se of wealthy foundations like Oxford and Cambridge, for the 

_ ubiversity coffers to meet the expenses of an extra five or six terms 
for poorer students, Bat all this would touch little more than the 
fringe of the diffioulty. Two yeara’ remission of college fees would 
be no special help to the rich man’s aon; sod while it is easy to 
“Riva the poorer man’s son money or its squivalent, no one can give 
him back lost time, Extension of sge limit, again, can quite well 
Dé arranged, and doubtless will be; but even with that, and w.th 
every other reasonable concersion thu the authorities will 
ssacrodly be willing to make, we aro Wl faced with tho fact 
that many—perhapa the majority—muet for some whild (and in 
eomo cases forever) be-two years “behind.” Happily there are 
compensations, The lads who ara roughing it at tha front. are 
learning in a day what the schools could not teach them ino lifo-

A Slight Improvement. - . 
A olight-a very stight—im- 
provement ia noticeable in the 
court’s handling of som: deports- 
tion oases yesterday, but wo sre 
not yet eatiefied. While we 
readily admit thot tho four 
andesirables who wero sent to 
gaol for three years for having 
returned from banishment woald, 
even a short time ago, probsbl: 
have got cff with o bsro six 
months, we would still like to 
ask what good oincomeof playing 
with the law by giving a. threo 
secre’ centence to a man . who, 
tried by his own Governmont, 
would unquestionably have been 
ahot, The Ordinanos aa it stands 
coitainly doea not leave a judge 
much margin, for apparently the 
utmost gentenco that o.n be given 
is three yoare, if the original 
deportation wos for fifteen 
eara or lege, and five if it 
waa for twenty years. I 
oace yesterday, then, th 
yeara’ sentenco might well have 
been administered. Bat when 
is the Government going to 
strengthen the hands of, the 
jadgea by bringing ins law that 
these returning deporteee wil 
listen to? As we havo argued a 
score of times, the obj:ct is—or 
should be—not to punish auch 
people but to keep them ont 
of the Colony; and since obvicns- 
ly ncthing less than a life 
sentence will frighten them into 
staying in their own coantry, 
why cannot this be made the law? 


Another Legal Matter. 

White en the aubject of court 
eases, it oceura to ua that it ia 
quite time that British law was 
altered in such a manner as to 
give greater protection to wit- 
nersea, In a case heard yesterday 
at the Segsions, counsel, in his 
address to the jury on behalf of 
the priconer, sammed up the 
evidence of one witness 
thus: “Without bandying 
any words, he was a_ liar; 
anda liar from the word “Go'.” 
Why should a barrister be per- 
mitted to say this kind of thing 
in open court about any msn, 
with impunity? As matters stand 
at present, it would seom that 
things msy be ssid in Court 
which, if uttered el: ewhere, would 
land the speaker in a tolerably 
heavy slander suit. Frora time im- 
memorial the law hae allowed the 
lawyera far more licence than they 
have any right—and the mvjority 
of them are usually ready to take 
even a little moro atop of that. 


Try Politeness. 

Why should all the favour go 
to the Iswyer snd none to tho 
witness? Thore ia not a British 
court anywhere that hae not, at 
uno time or svother, been the 
scede of utterly unwarrantable 
bullying from counsel to witness, 
Serjeant Bazfuz ie no caricature ; 
he exists by the score; nsy, 
by the thousand; and will de 
so until stepa are taken by 
Parliament to make mattors & 
little more equal between counsel 
and witoess. Why should a Jawyer 
be free to say to the man in the 
box: -“I put it to you that yousre 
telling lios?" or whatnot, The 
witness who turned on his per- 
secutor with the remsrk: ‘And I 
eay that it’a you whoare the liar” 
would be promptly sat apon by 
the judge or magistrate presiding. 
It is not—-or shoald not be— 
dificult to avoid these per- 
sonalities, There isa good deal 
in a name afte: all, How would it 
be if the lawyers were to break 
themselves in gradaally? They 
might begin by substituting 
“You're a list” with ‘Are you 
certain that you have not been 
misinformed?” In aggravated 
casea they might, of course, go 
the length of saying “I find it 
diffioult to believe your state- 
ment ;"’and, when tho worst came 
they might launch oat with “That 
is not tras.” The experiment 
might at least be tried. A little 
civility soste nothing and might 
even be instramental in gaining 
the sympathy of judge and jury.

Tt goes without saying that ono 
of the most important csblea 
reosived lately in that from Sir 
Jobn French, in which the Field 
Marshal sketches for as the: roo 
of the British line in the West. 
It we bear in mind thst, in a war 
liko thie,‘s yard of trench gained 
is worth a mile of open country, 
wo shall seo that our win- 
ning, even in poitt of 
geographical area, ato not deapic- 
sble. Bat the winnings are not 
being reckoned on that principle 
at sll, for tho Allies are out for 
exhaustion of the enemy's assets 
in men, moterisl, money nd 
morale; and in this they are 
ehowing themselves very success: 
fal. Subeequonot wires, for ex- 
ample, show that all the enemy's 
attacks in the neighbourhood of 
the Hchenzollern redoubt were 
repnised, bis losres being most 
serious, that tha French gunnery
